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THE East West Link will be 
resurrected if Opposition 
Leader Matthew Guy wins 
next year’s state election. 

The $7 billion tollway will 
be brought back to life by a 
Guy government and would 
be given priority ahead of the 
urgently needed North East 
Link. 

The 6.6km tunnel and 
road project was 
controversially axed by 
Premier Daniel Andrews, 
leaving taxpayers with a 
$1.2 billion bill for nothing. 

Setting the scene for an 
explosive new roads battle, 
Mr Guy has told residents 
and businesses in his seat of 
Bulleen “the East West Link 
must be constructed before 
any North East Link option”. 

The Herald Sun has learnt 
that the Opposition, which 
supports both tollways, is 
seriously considering a 
radical “super road” policy 
that could effectively 
combine them into one 
tender.

POLICE 
PROB 
ABLETT — 


FOOTBALL legend Gary Ablett 
Snr is at the centre of a police 
probe over decades-old criminal 
conduct allegations. 

Victoria Police detectives 
interviewed his alleged victim on 
at least two separate occasions in 
October. The accuser, now aged 
55, has told police of an alleged 
assault by Ablett Snr in the late 
1970s while they were waiting 
outside a mutual friend’s house. 

The alleged victim will head to 
Warragul in coming weeks to 


. show police the location and to 
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Detectives investigate 
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re-enact alleged events. The 
Herald Sun is not suggesting that 
Ablett Snr, a former Geelong Cats 
champion, is guilty, only that 
police are investigating allega- 
tions which have been made. 

The Herald Sun has attempted 
to contact Ablett Snr over the past 
week and has detailed the allega- 
tions in a message. But he has not 
responded. 

The complainant, who has four 
children, said their motivation in 


coming forward now — four dec- 
ades after the alleged incident — 
was to move on with life. “Every 
time I see him, I lose the plot,” the 
alleged victim said. “It has come 
to a head and I have had enough.” 

The Herald Sun this week put 
questions to Victoria Police about 
its investigations into Ablett Snr. 

Police spokesman Sergeant 
Cameron Scott said: “Detectives 
from Central Gippsland ... are 
investigating ... an offence dating 
back to the late 1970s.” 
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
